As the i Control Officer for the CIA, I will_also 
expect you to take the lead in establishing and operating the 
compartment with the Intelligence Community and with those non-NFIB 
departments and agencies that will participate in the APEX Special 
Access Control Program. I will look to you to assist me in making 
sure that the materials approved for compartmentation protection under 
x4 the[___|caveat are securely handled. 


3. As you know, the President has directed that a[___ National 
Intelligence Daily Annex be created to handle subjects of great 
sensitivity. Messrs. Aaron, Carlucci, Komer and Newsom were directed 
by the President to determine in concert that a subject warrants such 
treatment. The Annex will be restricted to the persons whose names 
appear on the attached list unless the above group, the Assistant to 
the President for National Security Affairs, or I explicitly add to 
the list for the dissemination of an annex or series of annexes dealing 
with a specific subject. 


X1 . 4, You will also use a[____|NID Annex to report information 
or analysis that is dependent upon either sources or methods that 
are, themselves, sensitive in the highest degree. Once APEX is 
operational, this most sensitive information will be also protected 
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x1 by the[__ caveat and will be clearly recognizable. For the 

x4 interim, please consult with en and when you have 
a question concerning the utility of a NID Annex for protection 
of a specific source or method.
